4. If the principal of equity is not 
violated by the Scott Aet uny more 
than by the Crooks Act, then we 
submit that the Week’s fire is mis- 
directed. To be consistent it should 
advocate the licens.ng of liquor-sell- 
ing establishments for revenue pur- 
poses ony, ani should advocate 
licensing all who choose tu go into 
the business on reasonable conditions. 
If liquor selling, in the ordinary 
sense of the term, ie a legitimate bus- 
incess, it is as unjust for the State to 
prohibit A and B and C from going 
into itas itis for the State to vive 
D the privilege of selling fora year 
and then transfer the privilege to E. 

5. The Scott Act is not a weapon 
of the prehibitionist’s choosing. 
They want, aod have always wanted, 
a general prohibitory measure. 
When they asked for the latter they 
were told to make the best of the 
local option law which they had to 
work with. They took Parliament 
at its word, and now the liquor sell- 
ers and their advocates complain. 
How can the prohibitionists ever 
convince Parliament that public op- 
inion isin favor of a general prohib. 
itory law except by submitting the 
Scott Act? A plebiscte vote has 
been suggested, but the temperance 

pa asked fer that years ago and 

were laughed at, and now ‘those who 
‘have thrust the Seott Act into their 
liscite vote whenever they? please. 
LIt they submit the question to a pop- 
ular vote, the prohibitionists will ail 
say “Yes” of course.

LORD DUFFERIN. 


His Reception by the Yatives and Resi- 
Gdoauis of indin. 


On arriving at Bombay, Lord 
Dutterin received the usual host of 
addresses and deputations; and ex- 
piained to the Mahemedans that 
much of his public lite had been 
passed in trying to®serve Mussulman 
communities, that he gratefully re- 
membered the personal kindness 
which he had received from the Sul- 
tan, and that he would endeavor to 
remove any special disabilities 
affecting Mahomedans. When he 
arrived at Calcutta by general con- 
sent business was suspended early in 
the day. The streets from the How- 
rah station to Government House 
were lined with troops and yay with 
hunting and other decorations. 
The Howrah terminus was effect- 
ively adorned and the shipping in 
the river was dressed with colors. 
As Lord Dufferin stepped on to the 
platform he was received by the 
government secretaries, who led him 
and bis party to their carriages. 
The cortege started at once, under 
the escort of a bodyguard, and as it 
appeared on the Hoggly Bridge a 
Royal salute was fired. A dense 
crowd of Europeans and natives 
thronged the streets and windows 
and even the housetops, cheering 
loudly as the carriages passed, and
